(Klondike Letter.) 


LIKE deaocracy, 
but not the democ- 
racy ot dirt. This 
is the most demo- 
cratic place today 
in the, world, yet 
even the most pro- 
nounced democra- 
cies have always 
had anu a l w a y s 
w i l l have t h e i r 
"sets." 
There is 


always the ntass. and, cry out against 
it as much as you will; there Is always 
a sort of "400." 


For example, the rich mine owners 


here, however they may have existed 
at first, group together now and build 
comfortable cabins with strict regard 
to cleanliness, health and rest and 
some adornment. But sorae day la- 
borers, and even some rich men, 
thoughtless prospectors and so on, who 
ouly house up temporarily are tumbled 
in together, and exist in many- cases 
most dismally. Ot course, there are 
among them some, no doubt many, of 
refinement and cleanly habits, but 
such men sooner or later come to the 
surface and get out into more con- 
genial quarters. 


We are very fortunate in having fine 


neighbors, newspaper men, and artists 
from the great eastern cities, and we 
are entertained and instructed by their 
presence. Men do not play cards here 
as they did in California. But there 
are newspaper mea aau newspaper 
men. 


The camp is overrun with homeless 


men going up and down, claiming, as 
no uuubt, liiej" are," to ~be "woriuag for 
this paper or that paper. They are too 
worthless to provide supplies and too 
lazy to build cabins and keep them in 
order. •• They are a numerous nuisance 
here. ThereTFere three women o£ this 
sort, who used to go up and down the 
creeks, booted to the thigbs and all 


You eaa't do that here, and nothing 
short ot pending disease from accumu- 
lating dirt will warrant the risk ot 
moving into a cabin of green logs and 
wet moss in midwinter, and it seems 
to me that it is nearly always mid- 
winter here. 


! went into one of those crowded 


and disorderly cabins the other day to 
help put a man on a s&d tor the Sis- 
ters" hospital. We have no rats or cats 
here, but if all such vermin in and 
around any California mining 
camp 


had crept into that cabin and died, it 
could not have been worse. No won- 
der the man had a fever. 
. .; 


These careless men, good fellows 


oftentimes. V5ck off their. mucl.-ucks. 
moccasins and other footgear and all 
sorts of things on the floor by their 
bunks and leave them to mold or rot. 
All of them sleep in this one room and 
cook and eat there.. The stove is often 
redhot. Let us in pity for these heed- 
less men get out and look on a more 
pleasant picture. 


Few of the cabins, even the best of 


them, have more than one room, unless 
there is a woman. There is always a 
cache, or storeroom, • for provisions. 
Many have their supplies high in the 
air, where they can only be reached 
by a ladder, but it is a growing custom 
now to bui!d;a sort of wood house and 
storeroom in front ot- the one door, 
where boots, muchlucks. and all that 
sort of stuff can: be hung up or aired 
and frozen till needed. 


We chose this latter method, and 


like it, as ours is the average size of 
the better ciafis o* Klondike Cabins.

" tCever mind, father, blindness shall 


cot interfere with my success in life,' 
said the young lav/ student, Henry 
Fawcett, when his father reproached 
himself 
for carelessly destroying a!l 


his son's prospects of advancement. 


"One pleasant day in 1858 the two 


had gone hunting together A flock ot 
partridges flew over a fence where the 
father had no right to shoot, but as 
he was moving forward they flew back 
toward his son. The father, so eager 
to bring down a uilrd that he did not 
think ot his son's danger, fired Sev- 
eral shots ^ntered Henry's breast, and 
one Went through each glass of a pair 
of spectacles he wore. In aa instant 
he was stone blind for life, 


"But within ten minutes from the 


time of the accident which deprived 
him of eyesight forever, this boy of 
iron nerve had determined that even 
blindness should not swerve him from 
his purpose, 
" 'Will you read the newspaper to 


me?' were his first words to his sister 
when they carried him home. 


"He was obliged to abandon law, but 


he began the study of political econ- 
omy with a zeal rarely equaled, mean- 
while having friends read to him in 
his moments of leisure the works of 
Milton, Burke, Wordsworth, all of 
George Eliot's novels, and a wide 
course of general literature, for 
he 


was determined that his blindness 
should not limit the breadth of his 
culture."—Success. 


The nomenclature ot the vessels ot 


the United States navy is deficient in 
names made famous by acts of naval 
heroism, L« abounds in geographical 
terms. 
\vL7..-h make a. list of Uncle 


Sam's ships resemble an extract from 
a postal guide, says the New York 
Tribune. .There is a class of vessels in 
the English navy known as the "ad- 
miral" class, where the names of Nel- 
son, Arisen, Rodney, Beubow and other 
naval leaders may be found, and thia 
same method of perpetuating tbe 
names of admirals exists in Russia, 
The custom of preserving the names of 
victories is also observed in many 
countries by naming vessels after the 
place near where the fight occurred. 
But in the United States navy these 
customs cannot be carried out, and, al- 
though ,the name of Farragut is hon- 
ored and revered by the navy, no larga 
ship of any class bears the name of the 
Ticro of Mobile bay. in the torpedo- 
boat class there are exceptions to this 
rule, and the fleet contains an Kricsson, 
a Cashing, a Porter, a Foote, a Dahl- 
gren, a Duponf, a Goldsborough and 
others. 
The smgle-turreted monitors 


bear Indian'names,, such as Comanche, 
Catskill,Canonicus,Mahopac, Montauk, 
Wyandotte, but not to the exclusion of 
other names, for the list includes the 
names of Ajax and Manhattan. 
In 


the old wooden navy -the . names of 
Franklin, Adams and Marion are still 
preserved, along with Yantic, Alert and 
Nipsic. The Indian name is also rep- 
resented in this class fay several ves- 
sels, among which are the Mohican, 
the Monocacy and the Omaha. 
The 


double-turreted monitors have names 
which are to be found nowhere in ship 
nomenclature excepf in the United 
States navy. 
Among them are the 


Amphitrite, the Miantonomah and the 
Monadnock. 
The Vicksburg and the 


Annapolis are composite gunboats and 
are named after places where import- 
ant military operations took place. No 
set rule seems to obtain for the nam- 
ing of gunboats. The list includes the 
Petrel, the Machias. the Nashville, the 
Helena, the Concord, the Bancroft and 
the Bennington. 
The armored crui- 


sers, like the New York and the Brook- 
lyn, are named after cities, aa are the 
protected cruisers, such as the Atlanta, 
the Baltimore, the Charleston, the Chi- 
cago, the Cincinnati, the Columbia, the 
Newark, the Raleigh and the San Fran- 
cisco, although the Olympia is also of 
that class.

The awful pun- 
ishments which have followed trans- 
gression since time began blacken the 
pages of history and throw their sha- 
dows over the world in the great tra- 
gedies; but the most appalling punish- 
ments are known only to the men and 
women who have broken the law and 
in so doing destroyed themselves. That 
which happens to a man, however ter- 
rible, can not be so appalling as that 
which happens in a man. Bitter and 
crushing blows can b« borne, but in- 
ward decay has no resources of des- 
perate courage on which to call. 
A 


man who deliberately willed to be fin- 
ally and forever bad might stoically 
face a righteous world with undismay- 
ed front., but such a man would be 
powerless in the hands of an inward 
process of decay silently and implaca- 
bly sapping his strength. A man may 
grow through imperfection, hut a man 
must grow away from sin; imperfec- 
tion is lost in the simple process of 
growth, but sin sends the nature back 
towards disorganization. 
No philoso- 


phic view of life as a whole is sound 
or safe which robs sin of 1 ts moral 
hideousness or makes men blind to the 
havoc which it plays -}n the spirit. 
It 


is abhorent to God. and it- must be 
abhorent to us. We are not .safe un- 
less we see clearly its moral hideous- 
ness. 
Under all its masks we must 


instantly discern its hateful counten- 
ance,—The Outlook.

On April 14 just thirty-three years j 


have passed since President Lincoln 
was shot down In Ford's theater. 
Washington, by John Wilkes Booth, 
The excitement all over the United 
States today, caused by the war scare, 
brings to mind the thrill of horror and 
excitement that passed over the conn- 
try thirty-three years ago, when, just 
as the minds of the people had become 
settled after four years of war, the 
country was startled by the announce- 
ment of Lincoln's assassination. 


Announcements had been made in 


Washington papers that President Lin- 
coln and General Grant, accompanied 
by their wives, would visit Ford's the- 
ater (now a pension office) on the even- 
ing of.April 14. Surprise was after- 
wards expressed in Europe, and, to 
some extent, in the United States, 
that the president would visit the the- 
ater on Good Friday night, which that 
year happened to fall upon this date. 


President Lincoln was an adherent 


of the Presbyterian church, a religious 
organization that does not folio tr the 
calendar of the ecclesiastical year so 
Closely observed by Roman Catholics 
and Episcopalians, and all criticism on 
this score has long since ceased, but 
the character of the day, so sacred to 
many, lent additional horror to the 
deed that startled the world as no simi- 
lar event has done in this nineteenth 
century.

standard of living is determined by 
wages, ft seeines to me that it would 
be hollowed advice to tell a man iv- 
receivingTHeentsa day to raise h!s 
standard fit living .-otliat Ins wages 
would rise. Such advice tinds its 
complement in "every man can save 
rave something and finally become 
independent. If a man don't layby 
something for the future, it is' hi's 
ONvn fault." Aud those wiseacre* (?) 
who freely offer such advice would 
not exchange places with the poorly- 
paid workiuginan at double the Jai- 
ler's wages. 


It is an easy thing to find fault 


with others because they a<> not a«- 
eumulsituwealth.lmc it is a fardilier- 
tbiug to put one's faelf in the place of 
the iWest and demonstrate how it is 
possible to sustain a family in eoni- 
iortable circumstances and atx the 
same time amass a toriune. 
A few met! in the past have started 


with no capital and became million- 
aires, but cimdetions have changed; 
opportunities have been curtailed, be- 
cause a tew now have a monopoly of 
the resources of the country. 


Fifty years ago a man having a 


million dollars_could successfully enter 
the railroad business, the oil business, 
the telephone or telegraph business, 
the sugar or coffee business, trans- 
portation or importation: but now m 
these and in many lines of manufac- 
turing, he would find competitors able 
to crush him within a year. Even the 
last ten years, or five, have witnessed 
a marvelous concentration of wealth 
and industry. Because you can point 
to a mau who, fifty years ago, or thirty 
years ago, or twenty years ago. began 
as au ordinary laborer ai«L today 
eountj. liis wealth in millions, it does 
not follow that a man can do so now. 
Suppose you, my friend, the small 
capitalist, trj the oil industi y, or en- 
gage in railroad affairs,, and so on, 
and see how you will come out. The 
great department store is destroying 
the small retail establishment: mono- 
poly is crushing or jibsorbing every 
would-be competitor and this "is true 
of every important Pnteiprise. So it 
is idle to talk of starling with nothing 
and soon gathering together a great 
fortune. 


Not iong ago'l asked a man \yell ac- 


quainted with industrial conditions in 
this part of our state, how long it 
would take a man who had not a dol- 
lar, and no rich father or father-in law 
to help him. to pay for a quarter sec- 
tion of improved land, under average 
conditions: that is, thf> man being 
placed m circumstance* which usually 
surround the penniless man. His re- 
ply was to this eftVet: It would take him 
more years than the measure of human

What mime have 
you to apply to those persons who de- 
nounce the poor for being poor, and 
exhaust the resources of our Language 
in order to ease their own conscience 
and convince those who object that the 
misery of the sweat shop toilers and 
others no more fortunate is due to the

Although part of the ar- 
my, the men are civilians and not re- 
quired to'eniist. Xhej'set ?50 a-month 
and rations whea m camp. While in 
Alaska the packers of the train on duty 
there are getting $100 a month and the 
packmaster $200. 


No uniform is required. 
The men 


wear a modification of a cowboy's cos- 
tume, leather chaps, broad-brimmed 
hats and high-heeled boots. Only able- 
bodied" men are hired. None weighing 
under 170 pounds is taken, and the 
successful applicant for a place in the 
train .must be able to lift 200 pounds 
to the level of his chin. On a cam- 
paign, while supposed to be non-com- 
batants, the men «re armed with caval- 
ry carbines, revolvers and hunting 
knives', and in some of the Indian cam- 
paigns they have -done some effective 
fighting. 
At the training camp the 


men are busily employed in feeding 
and grooming the -mules, training 
green animals and every: alternate day 
taking the train out lor a practice 
march of from twenty to thirty miles. 
For drilling purposes and practice the 
animals earry .loads, of 300"pounds. In 
actiye-seryice, Twhere the marches are 
.long, 275 pounds is. the maximum load. 
This"is ,made .up of tenting, bedding, 
cooking" utensils and ammunition. One 
mule carries 100-field rations.

Crook from 1867 to 1S71 In California, j 
Oregon and Idaho, in the Piute cam- 
paigns; from 1871 to 1S75 he was in 
the Apache campaigns of New Mexico 
and Arizona; in 1876 he was called to 
aid Crook in the Sioux campaigns in 
Wyoming and Montana. 
In 3877 he 


was with General Merritt in the pur- 
suit of the celebrated Nez Perce cliiet 
Joseph. In 1SS5 he was in at the death 
with his mules and packers when Ge- 
ronimo surrendered. In 1890-91 he was 
in the Pine Ridge affair, putting two 
trains in the field in six hours' notice. 
Colonel Moore's last service was in the 
Jackson's Hole expeduion -with Cop- 
pinger in 1S95. Physically he seemed 
a man of iron, but the hardships of 
thirty years o£ campaigning under- 
mined his health, and he died suddenly 
in 1896. Colonel Moore was looked 
upon in army circles as an authority on 
army supply transportation. Generals 
Crook and Merritt and other officers in- 
dorsed his views that pack train ser- 
vice was much superior to wagon 
transportation for supplies with a rap- 
idly moving body of troops in the west. 


The chiei packmaster at the present 


time is Tom Mooney. 
He served a 


twenty-five years' apprenticeship under 
Colonel Moore and is an exceedingly 
capable man. He is at present with 
the train sent to Alaska.

A pack mule's equipment is some- 


what complicated. On the animal's back 
is first placed the "corrunna," or crown, 
consisting of a quilted pad lined with 
canvas, as a sweat cloth, and numbered 
so that it may always.'be used on the 
same animal. On top of the corrunna 
is placed a good, heavy blanket, six 
feet wide by 7 feet six inches long. 
This is folded to six thicknesses and 
serves for bedding for the men. On 
the folded blanket Is placed the pack 
saddle, shaped like a sawbuckand tech- 
nically called the "apperajo." The cor- 
runna. blanket and apperajo consti- 
tute the "rigging." On the rigging are 
fastened the loads done up In two 
"manteaus," or six foot squares of 
heavy dnck cloth. They are lashed on 
with a three-eighths inch rope, twenty- 
eight to thirty feet long called > the 
"layer." A sling rope of the same size 
and length ties the loads across the 
rigging. 


The loads and rigging are secured to 


the animal by a lash rope nine-six- 
teenths of an inch In diameter and fif- 
ty-two feet long. The lash rope has a 
broad leather cinch at one end, which 
is passed under the belly of t"he animal, 
A "diamond hitch" across the top of 
the load is the method of tying. 
A 


leather blind called the "tappojo" is 
put over the animal's eyes while the 
rigging antl Toad are being put on, and 
the first lesson taught a prospective 
pack mule is to have him stand still as 
long as the tappojo is over his eyes. 


The bell horse is the nabob ot the 


train. He carries no load or rider and 
is kept in prime condition. 
A soft- 


around his neck, announces every move 
he makes, and the pack mules follow 
him when he walks or crowd around 
him when he stands. On the march 
the bell horse is never ridden, but is 
led by one of the packers. When the 
mules are grazing the bell horse is 
hobbled excepting when apprehensive 
of attack, when a man holds him, by 
his halter. Bridles are never used on 
the animals. A "tle-»up" is made with 
the be'll horse at the right of "the line, 
mule No. 1 tied to the be]} hprse's halt- 
er and each of the other mules tied to 
the rigging of his predecessor in the 
line.

cured. The value of the gold In the 
floors in some of tbe workshops ot 
jewelers in this city is reckoned as a 
part of the stock, and at regular in- . 
tervals it is cleaned up by burning; the - 
floors. Recently the United Slates as- 
say office in Wall street has profited 
n the same manner. In this case it 
was a chimney instead of a floor that 
was cleaned. The chimney, which runs 
up 170 feet from the separating de- 
partment of the assay office, was built 
n 1S54, and, since that time it has 
stood without a careful cleaning. The 
jricks of the lining of this chimney 
lave been taken down under the di- 
rection of the smelter of the assay 
office, and each one was carefully 
scraped to recover such gold as may 
have stuck to it. The result of this 
operation and the subsequent smelt- 
ng has been the recovery ot 62 ounces 
ot fine gold, 860 ounces'of silver, the 
total value being $1;500. The sweep- 
ings of the floors of the Philadelphia 
mint pan out a very respectable amount 
of gokrduring the year.

Not 
literally, for even a pretty, jpale-blue 
silk moon might be indigestible, but 
she provides them for ''the profession," 
and indirectly they become oatmeal 
asjd coffee, roast beef and plum pud- 
ding. It is a modest little place on the 
line of the elevated road, and the 
proper business of the proprietor, .when 
it is called by its right name, is that of 
dealer in theatrical hardware;.

visitor would not even guess, in taking 
a view of the stock, that the word the- 
atrical was appropriate, for nothing 
but small articles of seemingly, ordi- 
nary hardware are in sight. That is 
not strange, as there is never a. demand 
for the same kind of thunder, lightning 
or other theatrical appliances which, 
are supplied on demand of the property 
man or the stage carpenter, and very 
little of anything is kept on hand, 
though they can be had at a moment's 
notice. 
The hardware proper is the 


most prosaic part of the business. 
That consists of the wheels, bolts, 
screws—everything that is needed to 
make the curtains and. scenery of a 
theater stay where they are wanted, 
and move when they are not wanted. 
Then the carpenter has a great desire 
for "profile." That is a technical term, 
and does not mean the profile of any- 
thing, but it consists at .thin strips of 
board, four feet wide and ten feet long, 
not much more than an "eighth of an 
Inch in, thickness, but tougJi and 
strong, so that it will bend and eon- 
form itself to all conditions without a 
break. Keystones and corners of the 
same" serviceable material are things 
without which the carpenter cannot get 
along. 
Profile is a valuable com- 


modity. There is- not much it cannot 
be used for. 
It is ia ways like this 


that the Ingenuity of the theatrical 
.hardware dealer comes in. One word 
that she does' not know is "can't," So 
when they brought her a miniature jin- 
rikisha a few Inches long and told her 
that a full-grown vehicle to match the 
sample was needed she promised it im- 
mediately. Then, not she, but a'clever 
son, -went to work, and with the profile 
a nice little carriage that might 
have come straight from Japan was 
made, the wheels purchased, but the 
rest of the carriage was made for the 
occasion, even to the upholstering. 
The elements are not difficult. They 
belong to a regular stock. The fog is 
gauze, the lightning is made by mag- 
nesium, the snow scraps of paper, and 
the thunder of sheet iron of varying 
weight, according to the depth of the 
thunder that is to be produced. "I can 
furnish everything but rain." says this 
mistress of the elements, "and I-guess 
I could furnish that if it was wanted." 
One;littie bit of natural history that is 
learned at the shop is that though you 
may not paint the lily you may theat- 
rical grass. Stage grass shows in only 
one shade of bright green. It may be 
French grass, German grass, English 
or American grass, but it always grows 
in the same shade of vivid green. 
If 


the big mats of It are not satisfactory 
in color, then they are painted. Money 
is one of the commodities that is kept 
in stock. And ,the poorest man on the 
stage never has less than $10 if he has 
a bill, for stage bills grow in that way. 
They are regular sized bills, upon 
which are the words, "stage money," in 
large letters upon both, sides, an "x" in 
each corner, and two larger "x's" one 
on either side of the center. Coins are 
in gold, silver and copper—tbose are 
the colors they wear—and they may 
amount to anything according to the 
supposed wealth of the possessor on 
the stage, and arc..PoiTis ot any nation- 
ality, according to the play, for they 
are all merely round bits of different 
kinds of metal that are not marked.

was when it would have been consid- 
ered madness to expect strawberries in 
the north before the summer moaths. 
But the increase of luxurious living 
and the refrigerator cars have made it 
possible to have this delicious fruit In 
plenty during March and even in Feb- 
ruary, if one wants to pay the higher; 
prices. Every year has seen the north 
grow more luxurious in its tastes as its 
wealth increased. The south'has kept 
pace,with this growth, and has pro- 
duced the strawberries to gratify H. 
Where(one man in the south raised 
strawberries for northern consumption 
ten years ago, a dozen are now engag- 
ed in that business there. This is true 
of Xjonisfana. Florida. .'Tennessee, Ar- 
kansas, Georgia and ^tissouri. Out of 
Hammond, La., strawberries are ship- 
ped each spring month. A large quan- 
tity of these are taken by the whole- • 
salers in South Water street and else- 
where, and are afterward displayed in 
the retail shops, first at-about 50 cents 
for halt a pint in December. January 
and February, the same price for a 
quart in March, and then cheaper and 
cheaper till they may be had for five 
cents a box before the season goes 
out. 


The dear and early terry Is usually 


a tasteless thing. It is not till March 
that it assumes tlie hue, odor and taste 
the true lover of the fruit demands. 
The past month has seen a huge In- 
flux in the quantity of berries from 
ttie south, and this amount will be in- 
creased much more during the next six 
weeks. The berries we have bad in 
Chicago thus far have been largely 
from Louisiana and Florida. 
These 


states will supply most ot the berries 
until the 1st of May. after which it will 
be Arkansas and Tennessee's turn af- 
ter which will come Missouri, and later 
on, our own. - The orders during March 
are principally from clubs, hotels, res- 
taurants, railways and the wealthier 
people. South ot the Ohio it is a prac; 
tice to offer a stranger from the north 
a dish of strawberries when he takes 
his first breakfast in the south. This 
helps to keep up the iradltions~of that 
section of the country, which'are some- 
times'obscured by-actual experience. 
The strawberry culture of the south 
is in an experimental stage even yet,_ 
but it is slowly establishing itself.on 
fixed lines. • People who visit the soujth- 
*rn states often wonder how long it' 
will be before the people there will 
cease to eat canned vegetables put up 
fn the-north, and go at work to raise 
them, as tbey do the strawberry which 
we buy of them. The strawberry busi- 
ness, in spite of its risks and draw- 
backs, is a very profitable one for the 
southern agriculturist, and every year 
sees a larger acreage of the berry and 
a consequent diminution of the piney 
woods.

it. He is too busy, he says, to make a 
note of such details on his books. Be 
asks you either to pay for the ticket in 
full or else he will reserve it for you 
on your word until three days before 
sailing. It you do not appear then— 
why, there are others who will be glad 
enough of it. If you complain thai the 
steamer is late, that you cannot afford 
to spend a whole day'.waiting to have 
your baggage checked, he scornfully 
tells you to transfer your patronage to" 
other steamers, which demand large 
deposits and never sail, at all. As he 
looks you tairly In the eye you know 
that' you are beaten, and you admit as 
much by your actions. 


Our steamer was billed to sail on
